Dallas  and  other  crime,  in  proportion.  There 
are  hundreds  of  saloons,  many  whiskey 
ejuhs,  with  blind  tigers,  boot  loggers  and 
ipium  joints  galore.  Dallas  has  long  Liif 
fered  from  the  bad  citizenship  of  good  men. 
It  is  purposed  that  there  sIihII  be  a whole- 
some- respect  for  the  law.  Many  of  the  best 
citizens  of  the  city  are  at  the  back  of  the 
movement.  The  closing  o'"  the  barrooms 
around  has  ijcluged  Dallas  with  the  lawless 
element.  State  prohibition  is  the  hope  of 
our  pities,  to  a large  extent.

This  addition  was  to  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty,  of  which  number  the  Apostles  were 
a part,  to  whom  the  Lord  gave  a kingdom 
when  the  Supper  was  instituted. 

This  church  which  is  now  the  Jerusalem 
Church,  observed  the  following  order:  Heard 
or  received  the  word,  baptized,  continuing 
in  doctrine  and  fellowship  and  breaking  the 
bread  or  eating  the  Lord’s  Supper.  (Acts 
2:42.) 

Writing  to  the  Corinth  church,  Paul  said 
(I  Cor.  11:23-33)  ‘‘K»r  I have  received  of 
the, Lord  that  which  I also  delivered  unto 
you.  That  the  Ix>rd  Jesus  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread,  and 
when  lie  had  given  thanks.  He  brake  it  and 
said,  ‘take,  eat,  this  is  my  body  which  is 
broken  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance  of 
After  the  same  manner  also  the  cup. 
Wherefore,  my  brethreh,  when  you  come  to- 
gether to  eat,  tarry  one  for  the  other.” 

The  order  observed  by  these  is  learned  in 
Acts  18:8  ‘‘And  Chrispus,  the  chief  ruler 
of  the  synagogue,  believed  on  the  Lord  with 
all  his  house;  and  many  of  the  Corinthians, 
hearing  believed  and  were  baptized.  Again 
the  order  observed  was  hear  the  word,  be- 
lieve the  w >rd,  be  baptized,  break  bread, 
or  eat  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  directions 
given  to  this  church  arc  general  as  well  as 
special,  for  they  are  addressed  “Unto  the 
Church  of  Hod,  which  is  at  Corinth  With  ull 
thut  in  every  place  call  upon  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord,”  hence  how  impor- 
tant the  added  exortatnn  “Let  all  things 
be  done  decently  and  in  order.”  “Keep 
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The  Observance  of  a Religious  Ordinance 
the  Express!!  n of  Faith.

All  religionists  hav  some  ordinance  or 
feast  by  which  they  n xpres.s  their  faith  in 
that  Which  they  memorialize  At  the  time 
the  New  Testament  was  given,  both  Jews 
nnd  Gentiles  observed  I heir  respective  feasts.

That  is  partak  ing  of  the  Supper  ex- 
presses faith  in  Christ1  ind  in  His  teaching, 
for  “are  not  those  win  cat  the  sacrifices, 
partakers  of  the  altar'”  (I  Cor.  10:15- 
21).  The' ordinances  being  expressive  of 
faith  and  given  unto  (he  churches  the  fact 
must  be  admitted  that  (hose  who  take  the 
Supper  together  are  jt  greed  in  all  that  is 
essential  both  to  Christian  life  and  church 
membership.  “Mark  hem  which  cause  di- 
vision and  offences  eon  rary  to  the  doctrine 
which  you  have  learni  d and  avoid  them.”

The  Negro  and  White  Races* 

For  more  than  two  years,  the  present.,  wri- 
ter has  been  engaged  in  an  independent 
way,  in  the  study  and  the  investigation  of 
the  relations  of  the  two  races  of  the  States 
of  the  South.  I have  worked  under  no  or- 
ganization, nor  at  the  dictation  of  any  i no. 
Supporting  myself  at  interval,  bv  literary 
hack  work  and  by  odds  and  bits  of  other 
work,  as  opportunity  has  afforded;  I hive 
devoted  the  major  part  of  my  time  to  the 
efforts  already  indicated. 

Actuated  at  first  by  a desire  to  deliver 
the  negro  from  the  domination  of,  the' pa- 
loon,  I soon  came  to  see  that  that  is  a mire 
incident,  great  as  it  is,  to  the  many-sided 
and  complicated  situation.  Hence  that 
mere  feature  of  the  work  was  long  ago 
abandoned,  and  a study  of  the  entire  sit- 
uation undertaken.  Like  every  otlh*r  rijan 
of  thought,  I had  preconceived  notions  apid 
preexisting  theories  concerning  the  negro 
and  his  present  status  and  relations,  1 lint 
many  of  these  have  been  upset  as  I have 
been  brought  face  to  face  with  facts  which 
are  undeniable. 

The  question  is  oftentimes  alluded  id  as 
being  great  or  tremendous  by  some.  wlJile 
by  others,  of  the  hostile  type,  it  is  spoken 
of  as  a “menace”  and  “peril.”  Nor  have 
there  been  wanting  those  who  have  given 
expression  to  highly  colored  sensationalism 
in  novels,  lectures  and  p*ays,  by  an  appeal!  to 
prejudiee  and  in  the  interest  of  the  pocket- 
book.  All  these  only  serve  to  make  the 
complication  the  greater  and  the  possibility 
of  solution  the  more  remote. 
t Not  till  the  genuine  situation  is  proljed 
into,  does  one  know  just  what  it  means. 
It  is  not  only  a most  comprehensive  ques- 
tion. and  profound  but  it  is  fraught  With 
possible  consequences  the  direction  of  which 
through  the  future  must  depend  on  the  j 
white  man.  At  preseut,  the  negro  is  Re- 
ceptive and  responsive.  He  can  be  iunn-  | 


ed  to  vast  practical  account  in  many  ways, 
if  the  matter  is  now  approached  in  a be- 
coming way.  Far  more  than  is  generally 
known,  they  are  active,  iu  a quiet  way,  in 
the, promotion  of  the  welfare  of  their  race. 
The  negro  is  steadily  transforming  many 
disadvantages  into  advantages.  Of  this 
many  are  not  aware,  as  the  two  peoples 
fall  apart  as  they  advance  up  the  scale.  ! 
i As  conditions  now  are,  they  an*  precisely' 
reversed  in  the  order  in  which  they  should 
j he:  At  the  lowest  point,  the  worst  of  the 
! two  races  are  in  the  closest  contact.  Here 
much  of  th«  trouble  is  bred,  os  l am  able 
abundantly  to  show,  with  the  friction  de- 
i creasing  as  the  two  races  fall  apart  in  their 
respective  ascent.  If  it  were  possible  to 
j invert  this  order — keep  the  worst  elements 
of  the  two  races  furthest  apart  ut  the  tiase 
of  the  triangular  gondition,  and  bring  them 
into  closer  contact  as  they  proreed  upward, 
there  would  he  a revolution  in  our  social 
system  throughout  the  South.  Under  a 
sense  of  aid  nnd  protection.,  the  negro  would 
he  inspired  to  fresh  endeavor,  stimulated  to 
a higher  order  of  dady  living,  and  feel  free 
from  the  hands  of  the  infuriated  mob. 

It  is  next  to  impossible  to  spenk  or  to 
write  on  this  particular  phase  of  the  sub- 
ject without  the  suggestion  to  a certain  class 
of  mind,  the  idea  of  social  equality.  This 
comes  not  from  the  colored  side,  but  from 
that  of. a certain  class  of  whites.  The  spec- 
ter is  often  raised,  not  so  much  from  a gen- 
nine  apprelignsion  as  from  the  fact  that  it 
serves  a given  purjiose.  The  ward  politic- 
ian finds  it  exceedingly:  convenient  ai  cer- 
tain junctures  the  petty  lecturer  to  his  re- 
munerative advantage  .and  the  stave  player 
for  notoriety  and  a plethoric  purse.  Tin* 
public  is  thus  touched  at  its  most  sensitive 
jHiint,  Hnd  for  a purpose.  Every  one  of 
ordinary  observation  and  intelligence  should 
know  that  social  equality  implies  congenial- 
ity and  affinity,  subtle  laws  in  obedience  to 
which  all  whites,  as  whites,  do  not  comply, 
any  more  than  all  blacks.  There  are  many 
with  whom  we  are  not  socially  equal  among 
otir  own  people,  and  the  same  applies  to  the 
negro.  ’Social  equality  implies  one  of  the 
most  delicate  and  instinctive  laws  of , our 
being,  and  is  not  established  by  the  simple 
fact  of  two  shaking  hands,  standing  togeth-  j 
er  talking,  or  even  sitting  and  engaged  in 
conversation.  If  the  negro  tenches  it  it 
has  escaped  my  observation,  and  I have  | 
sought  for  it  among  his  books  and  pemsiieal  I 
literature.  Many  have  milch  self-esteem,  j 
bnt  this  is  worthy  of  applause.  They  are 
as  loath  to  force  themselves  upon  the  whites 
as  are  the  whites  to  court  their  aaaoeia-  i 
tion  The  bugaboo  is  s figment  of  the  im-  j 
agination,  born  in  the  brain  of  those  who* 
would  use  it  for  personal  ends. 

There  is  another  underlying  and  actuat- 
ing principle  which  operates  far  more  ef- 
fectively than  many  arc  aware  of.  In  spite  j 
of  himself,  the  Caucasian  has  a sense  of  su-  i 
periority  to  all  other*.  It  show*  itself  in 
hi*  bearing,  his  national  jKilicies  and  in  his  | 
literature.  This  being  a fact,  the  negro  j 
naturally  suffer*  in  his  present  relation,  and  | 
doubtless  there  is  often  withheld  the  con- 
sideration due  him,  because  of  this  fact.  ,

Iiefore  them,  they  dare  not  sanction  by  par- 
ticipation that  which  they  believe  to  be 
, contrary  to  the  teachings  of  the  word. 

But  hack  to  memorialisin'  Baptists  are, 
strictly  speaking,  memorialists  only;  while 
all  others  are  memorial-sacramentarians. 
That  is,  all  except  Baptists  hold  that  th< 
Supper  is  both  a memorial  and  a sacra- 
ment. 

Let  us  get  that  word  “.sacrament”  down 
so  that  we  will  (ully  understand  it.  The 
Standard  Dictionary  ,says:  “Sacraments 
are  regarde«I  by  various  Christian  bodies  (1) 
as  channels  >f  grace,  (2)  as  the  seal  of  God’s 
promises  of  grace,  or  (3)  as  a sign*  pledge, 
or  badge  on  the  part  of  the  recipient  of 
his  Christian  profession,”  etc.  The  teach- 
ings of  the  Catholics,  the  Lutherans,  and  of 
those  who  hold  the  Reformed  View,  clearly 
claim  for  the  Supper  all  these  points. 

Now,  over  against  this  sacramental  idea 
write  “memorial,”  and  let  us  see  just  what 
it  means.  The  Standard  Dictionary  savs: 
“Something  as  a monument  or  an  inscrip- 
tion, designed  or  adapted  to  keep  in  remem- 
brance a person,  a place,  an  event,  or  any- 
thing regarded  as  worthy  of  peculiat^mnor 
or  record.”  , 

That  is  exactly  what  Baptists  believe  the 
Lord’s  Supper  is.  t It  is  an  ordinance  es- 
tahlishedt  by  Jesus  Christ  as  a memorial  of 
Ilis  death,  and  as  such  is  to  be  observed  un- 
til He  returns.  Paul  said,'  “As  often  as 
ye  eat  this  bread  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
show  the  Lord's  death  until  He  come.”  I 
Cor.  11:26.  Not  one  word  said  about  feed- 
ing on  Christ,  oi»  “nourishing  the  spiritual 
and  eternal  life.”  but  simply  “show  the 
Ijord’s  death  till  He  come.”  And  that  ex- 
pression, “till  He  come,”  shows  clearly  that 
He  is  not  present,  but  is  commemorated; 
whereas  transubatantiation  says  that  the 
consecrated  elements  are  the  actual  flesh 
and  the  blood  of  the  Christ,  and  that  those 
who  eat  th<j  mass,  eat  the  flesh  nnd  the 
blood,  soul  and  divinity  of  their  Lord. 
And  cqnsubstantiation  says,  within  the  con- 
secrated elements  exists  the  real  substance 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  and  that 
those  who  cat  the  Supper  partake  of  the 
substance  of  the  crucified  Christ.  W hile 
the  Reformed  View  says  that  the  bread  and 
wine  of  the  Supper  are  holy  (Italicized 
holy)  true  symbols,  through  which  the  Lord 
offers  and  presents  the  true  communion  of 
the  body,  and  of  the  blood  of  Christ  for  the 
feeding  and  nourishing  of  the  spiritual  and 
eternal  life.

The  fact  of  being  ijpsolutely  abne  in  be- 
lief about  the  Lord’spupper,  is  something 
significant.  Someth  iko  that  a great  many 
of  us  have  perhaps,  never  thought  of  as  we 
should,  nor  appreciatejl  as  we  ought.  Think 
of  it!  Strictly  speaking,  just  two  classes 
in  the  world ; .as  judged  by  doctrinal  views 
about  the  Lord’s  Supp*  ■;  Sacramentarians 
nnd  non-sacrament ariiti  s,  with  the  Baptists 
on  one  side  and  all  CHi  istendom  on  tile  oth- 
er. That  is.  judged  by  the  books. 

It  means  something  ho  be  a Baptist.  To 
be  a saeramentarian,  u to  keep  and  to  ob- 
serve the  Supper  part  i.  at  least,  f >r  a self-
